“The world will know that we are 
entering upon the task prompted by 
the deep sense of justice which sus- 
tained this land through these last 
years of sacrifice.”

That the city is in a serious situ- 
ation at present is a fact borne in 
upon every resident, whether tax- 
payer or not. At such a time the 
mayor sees fit to issue proelama- 
tion as follows: 


“T feel like giving further 
warning that unless a proper 
spirit is shown, which will en- 
able those entrusted with carry- 
ing on the city’s business, to do 
something in this or any other 
crisis which their best judgment 
dictates, without unfair criti- 
cism and unnecessary wire pull- 
ing, that it is quite probable that 
some of the businesses in the 
city who have no time to protect 
officials in the proper discharge 
of their duties, may find plenty 
of time on their hands, by reas- 
on further demoralization of the 
light and power situation.”’ 


The form of words used by His 
Worship is obviously intended to 
convey the idea that the taxpay- 
ers, or some of them, are in some 
way or other responsible for the 
condition as to shortage of light 
and power in which the city finds 

\itself; and that if they in any de- 
rree criticize the administration of 
His Worship and the council ma- 
jority which functions under his, 
direction, they will not only hin-| 
der the betterment of conditions, 
but will bring upon themselves 
condign punishment at the hands) 
of outraged civic authority.

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London, Dee, Premier Livyd George addressed the House 
of Commons this evening on the Irish question, The premier last 
week announced his purpose of presenting to the Commons on this 
oceasion the details of the government’s Irish home rule bill. In 
opening his address today, Mr. Lloyd George remarked on the ex- 
treme difficulty of his task. ‘‘Difficult ind@ed,’’ he said, “after such 
a discreditable outrage as has just been perpetrated in Dublin.’’ 

The premier said that parliament must get the fact right into its 
mind, that in the existing circumstances no possible scheme for Irish 
home rule was universally acceptable. Therefore, he continued, par- 
liament must assume the responsibility and propose what it thinks 
fair and just. A settlement would be found, not in the enactment of 
a home rule scheme, but in its working. 

Ireland, said the premier, was the only country in Europe, ex- 
cept Russia, where the masses who elsewhere were op the side of 
law and order, were out of sympathy with the ministry of the gov- 
ernment. While Ireland was never so prosperous as today, the fact 
remanied, he declared, that Ireland was never so alienated from Bri- 
tish rule as she is today. 

Any attempt at secession, the premier announced, would be 
fought with the same determination, force and resolution as had 
been shown by the Northern States in America,
